The reading of the Minutes was dispensed wlth,

Jesse Bartlett, Attorney, came before the Councll and submitted a2 com-
plaint sgainst the operation of Negro bootleg taxicabs, alleging that a great
many of the operators had cancelled out their 1lisbility insurance and were
operating without a permlt. The matter wag referred to the Chief of Police,
with instructions to apprehend the offenders, and to more stricily enforce
the Taxicab Ordinance,

Pursuant to published notlce thereof, the public hearing on the proposal

of the City Councll to amend the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin in
Sections 7 and 8 (and in such other sections as may be appropriate) to accompli
the following resulbss

(1) That under #C~1H Commerciml District there shall be regulated
only beer and wine uses in addition to uses permitted under
residential and 10" Commercial Districte;

(2) That under #C-20 Commercisi District there shall be regulated
only liquor uses, in addition to uses permitted under HCH
Commercial, and #C-1l¥ Commercizl Districtss

(3) That the uses now permitted, in addition to beer and wine and
1iquor, under #C-17 Commercial and #C-21 Commercial Districte
{except residential and WC# Commercial uses) shall be reclass-
ified and placed in other use districts,

was duly dpened’.
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Dr. B, P. Savags and Fred Savage, representing the Blue Cross Clinic,
3809 Guadalupe Street, appeared and reglstered opposition to the amendment
classifying veterinary hospitals as a "D Industrial use, and asked that same
be classified as a WO Commercial use for economlc reasons,

There belng no other protestants, it was moved by Councilman Glass that
the hearing be closed and the Clty Attorney be instructed to amend the proposed
ordinance to allow veterinary hospitals to remain as a *C* Commercial use, butb
- wilth special permit to be granted by the City Council, and submit same to the
Council at its next regular meeting.

(The purpose of the asbove amendment is to avoid the crowding of dwellings
aince the pregent Ordinance permits four lodgers or four boarders for
gvery family living in a resldence. This would mean eight persons for
a duplex, twelve for a triplex, ete.,, and by definition of a family this
would result in the equivalent of three families living in a duplex ,
which ig contrary to the provisions of Section 4 allowing only one-family

ed there would be no appreciable dimlnution of light and air for the
dwelling, which is one of the purposes of the helght and area regulations
of the Zoning Ordinance) ‘

Against:No definite opposition was expressed, but the followlng
property owners appeared and expressed concern over the
proposed industrial classification of the property as to
the character of industrial development which might be
engaged In and its effect on thelr properties which are
zoned for residential and so developed in North Gate Addition.

7I. Action of the Board: See expiana.tion below,
For the followlng reasonsi

1. After careful consideration of the testimony and affirmations of
the applicant and hls technical advigers, both oral and written,
and the statements of interested residents in this area, the Board

%eemed that the activities to be carried on by the Jefferson Chemical
ompany are of such a nature as would not necessarily require that
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they be located in an industrial zone; but being similar to activities

now conducted by the University of Texas and other imstitutions in the

city of Austin indicafes that a change to "C' Commercisl District would
ve sdequate and sufficient to permit the development of this project on
the above described land and thus safeguard the surrounding residential
areas from adverse industrial uses which might be later developed.

Therefore, the Board recommends that if this change 1s acceptable to

the developers and would not result in the abandonment of the project,
the area herein deseribed should be changed to WCH Commercial District,
vhich would apply to the Hollandale Additlion owned by the applica.nt X~
clugive of that which 13 already now zoned as lndustrial.

Thé Board further recommends that if the above change would result in
the abandonment of this projeet and its loss to the Clty of Austin, then
the Board recommends the approval of the change as reguested, provided
that the Council gives serious consideration to excluding that portion
of the tract west of Gault Street, extending from Morrow Street to
Anderson Lane, which 1ies in the midst of a residential srea, or securs
o definite commitment from the developers that this particmlar portion
of the tract would be developed in such a manner as not $o adversely
affect the adjacent residentlial propertlies, such as recreational purposes
which the teastimony of the interested parties indicated would be a part
of their entire development,

The above recommendations of the Board of Adjustment have taken into
conglderation the Master Plan of the City of Austin, the trends of
development to the north and west of the City, and the railroad reloce~
tion plan, all of which contemplate the locatlon of industrial uses in
the eastern section of the City of Austin, and to prevent the division
of the future City of Austin by an industrial belt with its attendant
adverse effects on the surrounding areas which offer the principal
directlions and areas for fubture residential development for a greater
Austin, ‘

2. Objection to this change was expressed by Mrs. Dennis B. DuPriest,
owner of property south of and adjacent to the property proposed
to be changed, on the grounds that the property on the west side
of Red Rlver Street is highly desirable for residential development
for which nuse they purchased their property, that the designation
of a commercial zone would depreciate the value of this property
for residential purposes and would camse additional traffic con-
gestlon and hazards, and that the present designabed commercisl
property 1s sufficient in slze to serve the needs of the community,

3« Opposition was also expressed by William Carssow and C. Z.Alvis,Jr.
on the grounds that they had purchased property in the designated
commercial area for the purpose of esteblishing a business to serve
the community, that there is no need for additionsl commercial prop-
orty, and that %o create a separate zone separsted from the existing
commerclal property would be improper zoning and would create traf-
fic congestion,

B, A1l of the property on the west side of Red River Street is now
goned #A# Residence District between the University and 38th Street,
the majJor portion on the east slde being zoned "B Residence Digte
rict with the designated Community Center located mpproximately in
the center, '

5. The Board deemed that to grant this change would create a commercisl
use in a residential district which, in the opinion of the Board,
is properly zoned, that the existing Commnity Center property is
sufficient in size %o serve the needs of the nelghborhood, that the
creation of the commercizl zone on the opposite side of the street
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from the exlsting one would create additional traffic hazards and
congestion by patrons of hoth developments since the present in-
torsection of Bast 324 and Red River Streets is already extremely
hazardous on account of the increasing traffic on Red River Street
which is designated to grow still more as Northeast Austin develops
and wlll be increagsed with the development of a grocery store on
the corner of the present commercisl zone and slso the completion
of the apartment project consisting of sixty apartments, a large
majority of which will have automobiles that must go in and out of
this project on Red River and 32d Streets, all of which would re-
quire the ingtallation of a signal 1light at this intersection,
Therefore, the separation of the commercial zone on two sides of
Red River Street would subject the patrons of any establishment to
an Increased hazard in trying to cross the street and also increase
parking difficultles,

6. The Board further deemed that the present commercial zoning should
be confined to the area east of Red River Street and that the ex-
isting Commnity Center should be extended when future development
of the surrounding area demands additional communlty center faciliw
tles which should be provided by the extension of the present i
Community Center and not by creating a new distriet on the opposite
slde ofRed River Street not integrated with the uses of the Commu-
nity Center. .
